2. This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

3. In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 
elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claim(s) 30-38 are drawn to a method of making an adhesive tape. 
Group II, claim(s) 39-48 are drawn to an adhesive tape. 
Group III, claim(s) 49 is drawn to an assembly. 

4. The inventions listed as Groups l-lll do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: the common 
technical feature in all groups is a film backing comprising a crosslinkied thermally- 
conductive material comprising components (a) and (b). This element cannot be a 
special technical feature under PCT Rule 13.1, because this element is shown in the 
prior art. Skipper (US 4,322,575) discloses a flame retardant cladding (backing) 
comprising crosslinked blend of a vinyl acetate/a I kene copolymer that is blended with 
polylakene (see abstract, column 1 lines 1-22). As polyalkene (crosslinkable polymers) 
Skipper discloses polyolefins such as those disclosed by Applicant's claim 2 (see 
column 1 lines 47-65), hence it would have the melt flow index as disclosed by 
Applicant. Further, Skipper discloses that flame retardant (thermally conductive fillers) 
such as aluminum oxides (alumina) in the amount of 10 to 400 parts by weight can be 
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added to the cladding forming composition (see column 2 lines 64-68 to column 3 lines 
1-25). Moreover, Skipper discloses that it is desirable to coat the cladding (backing) 
with adhesives such as PSA (column 4 lines 47-55). 

5. Further, if Applicant elects Group I or Group II, then this application contains 
claims directed to more than one species of the generic invention. These species are 
deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so linked as to form a single 
general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . Applicant is requested to elect a 
single crosslinkable polymer from the following species: 

(Species A) "at least one crosslinkable polymer is a polyolefin having... and 
(meth)acrylate units." (claims 32 and 42). 

(Species B) "at least one of the crosslinkable polymers comprises one or more 
moisture-curable groups... silane groups." (claims 33 and 43). 

6. Applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a single species to which the 
claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally held to be allowable. The reply 
must also identify the claims readable on the elected species, including any claims 
subsequently added. An argument that a claim is allowable or that all claims are 
generic is considered non-responsive unless accompanied by an election. 

7. Upon the allowance of a generic claim, applicant will be entitled to consideration 
of claims to additional species which are written in dependent form or otherwise include 
all the limitations of an allowed generic claim as provided by 37 CFR 1.141. If claims 
are added after the election, applicant must indicate which are readable upon the 
elected species.

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8. The claims are deemed to correspond to the species listed above in the following 
manner:

The following claim(s) are generic to Group II: 39-41 and 45-48. 

9. The species listed above do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, the species lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: the species listed 
above are chemically different (e.g. crosslinkable polymer having polyolefin is 
structurally different than crosslinkable polymer having one or more moisture-curable 
groups, optionally wherein the moisture-curable groups comprises silane groups.). 

10. Due to complexity involved in the restriction requirement, a telephone call was 
not made to Applicant's attorney/agent to request an oral election to the above 
restriction requirement. 

1 1 . Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include (i) an election of a species or invention to be examined even though the 
requirement may be traversed (37 CFR 1 .143) and (ii) identification of the claims 
encompassing the elected invention. 

12. The election of an invention or species may be made with or without traverse. To 
preserve a right to petition, the election must be made with traverse.
